THE MARCHIONESS OF MURDER. 

Poisoning as a Fine Art 

Junius Honri Ilrown, in tho Juno Appleton. 

What may be called the social art of 
poisoning is generally connected with 
Italy. The history of that country »» 
saturated with infernal drugs. Not to 
refer to the middle ages proper, the 
seventeenth g utury was remarkable for 
its multiplied poisonings. In Rome so 
many young widows avowed in the con¬ 
fessional to have gotten rid of their hus¬ 
bands by mysteri ms, deadly compounds, 
that the church, without revealing the 
names of the penitents, felt moved to ar¬ 
rest the wide-spreading crime. Its agents 
were uot long m discovering that an old 
hag, Hieronyma 8paro. was the chief 
cause of the misohief. She sold to all 
wives who came well recommended, and 
wished t) be widowed, a transparent, 
odorless, tasteless li»|u-»r, winch, adminis¬ 
tered according to directions, never fail¬ 
ed to securer eternal divorce. All the 
women implicated were young, most of 
them handsome and attractive, and not a 
few were members of ancient and illus¬ 
trious families of the city The hag and 
some of her accomplices were hanged ; 
others were whipped naked through the 
streets ; and others, again, protected by 
their birth and position, heavily lined 
and banished from the country

Released from prison after a year. 
Sainto-Croix had grown expert in the 
nefarious pharmacy, and had decided to 
test it on the family of his mistress, from 
t.:e double motive of revenge and avar¬ 
ice. He wanted to revenge himself on 
the father for causing his imprisonment, 
and to get rid of him and his immediate 
relatives in oroer that their property, 
which was large, might fall to Marguer¬ 
ite, who supported him and coild refuse 
him nothing. She had been represented 
as sweet and guileless until he had cor¬ 
rupted h*-r mind and heart, seducing her 
into crime after crime by the passionate 
love sue felt for him.

THE MARCHIONESS OF MURDER. 

Poisoning; as a Fine Art. 

Junius Honri Brown, in the Juno Appleton. 

What may be called the social art of 
poisoning is generally connected with 
Italy. The history of that country is 
saturated with infernal drugs. Not to 
refer to the middle ages proper, the 
seventeenth century was remarkable for 
its multiplied poisonings. In Romo so 
many young widows ayowed in the con¬ 
fessional to have gotten rid of their hus¬ 
bands by mysterious, deadly compounds, 
that the church, without revealing the 
names of the penitents, felt moved to ar¬ 
rest the wide-spreading crime. Its agents 
were not long in discovering that an old 
hag, Hieronyma Spare, was the chief 
cause of the misoliief. She sold to all 
wives who came well recommended, and 
wished to be widowed, a transparent, 
odorless, tasteloss liquor, whioh, adminis¬ 
tered according to directions, never fail¬ 
ed to securor eternal divorce. All the 
women implicated wore young, most of 
them handsome and attractive, and not a 
few were members ot ancient and illus¬ 
trious families of too city. The hag and 
some ot her accomplices wero hanged ; 
others were whipped naked through the 
streets ; and others, again, protected by 
tbeir birth aud position, heavily fined 
and banished from the country. 

Even «uch rigorous measures did not 
prevent the murder, by slow poisons, of 
obnoxious Jiusbands. who seemed to 
sicken and die from natural causes, and 
whose moans of removal wore not, there¬ 
fore, suspected. A beldam, Palermitan 
by birth, Tophania by name (the notori¬ 
ous cgua Tophania or T of ana , was call¬ 
ed after her), long followed her fatal vo- 
oation in Naples, and was as ingenious as 
enthusiastic in her horrid trade. She did 
an active business ; she sent her subtilo 
preparations in small vials all over Italy, 
labeled “Manna of St. Nicholas of Bar- 
ri.” A miraculous secretion, bolioved to 
flow from the tomb of that saint, and to 
be a ca tool icon, had a groat reputation 
among the faithful; and, disguised with 
the pious title, Tophania’s lethal liquid 
passed through the laud, revered by 
the superstitious, to be swallowed with¬ 
out distrust. What it wus, long remain¬ 
ed unknown ; but it was so much em¬ 
ployed for feloiiipus purposes that it was 
subsequently analyzed. Hahnemann 
spoaks of it as an arsenical neutral salt, 
which causes gradual loss of appetite, 
periodic faintness, stomachic pains, ami 
decay of pulmonary tissues. Niccolo 
Garelli says it was arsenic dissolved in 
water, and infused with several herbs. A 
lew drops in coffee, soup or wine, sorved 
the end ; being liastqped or retarded by 
the quantity g:ven. 

Tophania prospered to ripe old age. 

She had been suspected for yoars before 
she was brought to justice The authori¬ 
ties c.'mld net got hold of her; for she 
was constantly changing her name, resi¬ 
dence, and laiment, and put forth such 
pretensions of piety that tho church 
shielded lie) from the minions of the 
law'.

called because it insured inheritances 
from people who had lived too long, and 
alter ward so constantly administered 
throughout the kingdom. 

Released from prison after a year. 
Sainte-Croix had grown expert in the 
nefarious nharmaev, and had decided to 
test it op the family of his mistress, from 
the double motive of revenge and avar¬ 
ice. He wanted to revenge himself on 
the father for causing his imprisonment, 
and to get rid of him and his immediate 
relatives in order that, their property, 
which was large, might fall to Marguer¬ 
ite, who supported him and oonld refuse 
him nothing. She had been represented 
as sweet and guileless until he had cor¬ 
rupted h*r mind and heart, seducing her 
into crime after crime by the passionate 
love sn© felt for him. No doubt he made 
her infinitely worso than she would have 
beeu (it is hard for a woman to be ex¬ 
tremely bad without liberal help from 
some man); she would have stopped short 
of murder, probably, had she never known 
him. But pure or good she never w&^ 
according to her own confession. She 
was depraved from her earliest yoars, 
and grew in sin as she grew in beauty ; 
being at fourteen a pattern of loveliness 
and vice, a charming creature to be ad¬ 
mired and feared. Hypocrisy was an in¬ 
spiration with her, and Nature had aided 
hor to deoeive by giving her a countenan¬ 
ce and mein that were capable of impos¬ 
ing on almost anybody. Gayot de Piti- 
val, in bis compilation of “Causes Cele¬ 
bris,” and Madame do Sevinge, in her 
^Correspondence, speaking of her innocent 
looks and winning manners ; andlhe Ut¬ 
ter says that it was impossible to believe 
her guilty, judging by her face. 

Gaudin and Marguerite were well 
mated ; they were admirably adapted to 
a partnership m crime. He could be as 
bland and as gracious as she, and his 
ways were so gentle aud captivating that 
'he was generally thought to be one of the 
kindest and most amiable of men. 
Equipped with beauty, grace, intelli¬ 
gence, and wit, no wonder this extraordi¬ 
nary pair murdered for yoars with per¬ 
fect security, and without the least sus¬ 
picion. 

During her lover's confinement she 
had affected tho greatest benevolence and 
tho doepest devotion. She distributed 
alms, visited the hospitals, took oare of 
the 3ick, and performed so many offices 
of goodness and charity that many re¬ 
garded her as a living saint. Her lather 
and his family became entirely reconcil¬ 
ed to her, so that it was very easy for her 
to oxecate the infernal schemes connect- 
bv Sainte-Croix. He profited by bis 
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freedom to impart to her^ whatever he 
liad learned, aud she proved to be a \ery 
/'pt pupil. He declared that, after six 
tfoefrar* tuition, she could manage poisons 
equal t;o Exili or himself. She made no 
objection to his proposal to kill her kins- 
nen. Falling in with all his viows. they 
set earnestly to work to devise toe best 
method of carrying out the project. He 
prepared tho powders, as he bad the 
greater experience, ar.d she undertook the 
ilelieato task of tiying their efficacy, 
which, as tho art was new in France, 
must be determined by actual experi¬ 
ment. She went to the hospitals of Paris 
with her subtle powders, but not before 
she had observed tbeir effect on dogs, 
cats, and rabbits, and found that they ac¬ 
complished what had been expected of 
them. The poisons were all slow poisons, 
some of them proving fatal in five or six 
weeks, and ethers in seven or eight 
months, so that they required the most 
carelul handling. Particular attention 
needed to be paid to tho doso and its 
repetitions, by which the time of death 
was regulated. Under the hideous pre¬ 
tence of benevolence, slio handed delica¬ 
cies to the patients, who thanked her 
with tears in their eyes, aud went grad¬ 
ually to the grave.

We havo 125.000 adult mal 
Chinese in our State, 80,000 adult mal 
Chinese in San Francisco, and we hav 
4,0(10 Chinese females, who are callec 
prostitutes. 

It is an error to ssy that the Chines* 
pay an aggregate of $500,000 taxes. Thei 
pay upon an assessed value of $500,000 
In other words, the pay less than $15,00< 
taxes, exclusive of their poll tax ant 
licenses. 

New York is four times the size of Sai 
Francisco. Now, if you will imagim 
120,000 male adult Chinese, with then 
gamblers, opium eaters, and criminals 
with 10,000 prostitutes plying their voca 
tion, and all located in the very heart o 
your city, living in dirt, filth and squalor 
speaking a different language dressing ir 
different costume, underworking youi 
laborers, not citizens, and with no am 
bition to become citizens, paying onlj 
♦60,000 taxes for the support of youi 
city -and State Government, crowding 
vour jails and penitentiaries, capable oi 
bearing arms in defence of the country, 
ahen in everything, sending their wage* 
out of the country, importing the clothe* 
they wear and the food they eat, employ 
ing no Americans as mercluuits, agenti 
or middlemen, making no improvements 
and having no single point of sympatbj 
with the people among whom they live 
you can form some idea of mir condition 
If, in addition to this condition o: 
things, $20,000 immigrants of the same 
class were landing each month at Castle 
Garden, would not the question be con¬ 
sidered a grave one ? Would not the 
laborers of New York be disturbed? 
Would not all bo alarmed, in view ol 
their native bom becoming votcis ? 
Would you not deem it wise to restrict 
by some careful legislation this Pagan in¬ 
vasion ? 

This question seems to uic to bo a 
national one,and well worth the consider¬ 
ation of statesmen) and leadin' journal¬ 
ists.

But 
the French claim that the diabolical art 
was introduced by Italians. The crime 
had been rife for years, but had been done 
so adroitly that the firil knowledge of it 
was conveyod, as ip Italy, through the 
confessiopal. 'fhere, also, wives avow¬ 
ed to the priests that they had put their 
lieges to endless sleep with cunning 
drugs, purchased of Italians, two of 
whom, Glasirl and E»li, wero arrested 
for compounding and selling the poisons, 
and thrown into tho Bastilo. Tho for¬ 
mer died iu confinement ; hut the flatter, 
making the acquaintance ol anothor pris¬ 
oner, Gaudin de Saiutc-Croix, iutiated 
him into the mystery of refined murder, 
and so laid the foundation of on ; of the 
str«i»gpst f most dramatic, and startling 
histories of tho reign of Loris XIY» 

Sainte-Croix was a young army officer, 
an illegitimate though unncknowle Iged 
son of a distinguished nobleman, a hand¬ 
some and clever fellow, unburdened with 
principle of any kind. He had been con¬ 
signed to the Bastilo JJiroqgh the influ¬ 
ence of Dreux d’Aubray, a civil - lieuten¬ 
ant of Paris, with whose daughter, tho 
Marchioness de Brinvilhers, he had been 
carrying on an intrigue. Having for an 
associate the marquis, as loose and pro¬ 
fligate as tyxqeelf, hejflad been introduc¬ 
ed to the wtte, young, beautiful apd ac¬ 
complished, and immediately proceeded 
to fall in love with her, in whion fall sho 
actively assisted him. The wife was an 
extraordinary character. She was en¬ 
gaging as she was false, as outwardly 
amiable aa she was inwardly corrupt. She 
bad fascinated tho nobleman, a colonel of 
cava.ry from Normandy, who had gone 
to the capital to spend to the best advan¬ 
tage his thirty thousand iivrea ofipQoi^a ; 
and he had married her in » n intoxica¬ 
tion of the senses. Rakish by constitu¬ 
tion and custom, he ‘ soon went in pur¬ 
suit of new pleasures, leaving her to fol¬ 
low her own. Having made f^inte Croix 
acquainted with her, he showed no un¬ 
easiness at an intimacy which could hard¬ 
ly have missed hi* notice. The fair and 
frail Marguerite became wearier of her 
husband than he of her ; and, after sovy- 
al years, during which sho had pasifed 
more and more under the domination of 
her lover, 6hp obtained a legal separation 
from tho marquis on account of vices $Uot 
Le took no pains to conceal.

CHUTES! IMMIGRATION. 

To the Editor of The Sun— Sir : In 
The Sun of May 29th is a comunication 
disenssing the Chinese question, The 
Chiuese|problem is a re w one,and strange 
as it is new. We of California do not 
mean to oonsider it from the standpoint 
of oar own local interests. We do not 
mean to consuls* it through our preju¬ 
dices. We olaim so be intelligent upon 
the question, and we claim to know 
more about it than you of the East can 
know Pubhc opinion- and by this 1 mean 
disinterested, intelligent public opinion 
—holds but one view, and that is tliul 
the Chinese invasion is an evil to b; 
feared, and that it ought to be restrain¬ 
ed by legislation. It is admitted that the 
presence of the Chinese among us has boon 
of great temporary convenience, and has 
contributed largely to the develnpement 
of our material interests. The building 
of-railroads has been hastened, tule 
lands have been reclaimed, some manu¬ 
facturing establish men t'havo been promo¬ 
ted.and families have been conyenienced 
by their employment as dom5btic ser¬ 
vants. 

But when we look to the future moral 
and political welfare of our State we fear 
the incursion of Asiatics. Chiua has 
400,000,000 of people , we have in the 
United States 40,000,000. The cost of 
passage lrom Hoi g Kong to San Francis¬ 
co is $15 ; the coat from Chicago is $40. 
Tho wages of labor in the Quantong 
Province, from whence most of our im¬ 
migrants come, averago fifteen cents a 
day ; the Chinese earn hero $1 per day. 
It is a mistake to supposo that their em¬ 
ployment is oonfined to mqpial occupa¬ 
tions ; they engage in our skilled indus¬ 
tries. They have shown no disposition 
to acquire a knowledge of our institutions 
they do not assimilate with our people in 
any respect. They cannot become citi¬ 
zens. We have 125,000 adult male 
Chinese in our State, 80,000 adult male 
Chinese in San Francisco, and we have 
4,000 Chinese females, who are called 
prostitutes. 

It is an error to soy that the Chinese 
pay an aggregate of $500,000 taxes. They 
pay upon an assessed value of $500,000. 
In other words, the pay less than 815,000 
taxeB, exclusive of their poll tax and 
licenses. 

New York is four times the size of San 
Francisco. Now, if you will imagine 
120,000 male adult Chinese, with their 
gamblers, opium eaters, and criminals, 
with 10,000 prostitutes plying their voca¬

Science in War. 


The present Russo-Turkish war oant be 
less interesting than those that hare so* 
recently preceded it, and we may especi¬ 
ally point out two directions in which 
fresh examples of scientific warefare will t 
probably manifest themselves—in con- 7 i 
uection namely, with the cavalry pioneer 
and the Whitehead torpedo. Both of 
those will probably be seen hi warfare 
for the first time, and before many days 
are past we may hear of their dowgB m 
action. The cavalry'pioneer must not be 
compounded withthe Prussian uhlan, who 
played so conspicuous a part in the last 
war. Tho ubiquitous uhlan, terrible as 
lie was, did not work the injury which 
some of tho Cossacks will have it in their 
power to inflict, if accoutred as pioneers 
These are selected from the smartest 
and most daring troopers, lightly armed 
and well mounted. In a belt round their 
waists they carry a few pounds of gun¬ 
cotton or dynamite, and with this mighty 
destructive explosive they may work in- 
eacuablo harm. A small charge of gun- 
cotton placed simply upon a rail and fired 
with a fuso suffices to blow several feet of 
the iron to a distanco of many yards, 
thus rendering the railway unserviceable 
on tho instant. A trooper may dismount 
place a charge at the base of a telegraph 
pole, fire it, and bo in his saddle again 
within CO seconds. Wires may thus be 
cut, and communication stopped in the 
heart of an enemy’s country by feareless 
riders, who have but to draw rein for en 
instant to effect the mischief, while lines 
ot railway in the neighborhood are en¬ 
tirely at their mercy, even light bridges 
and well built stockades may be thrown 
down by the violent detonation of com* 
pressed guncotton, and forest roads con¬ 
siderably obstructed by trees thrown 
across, which are never so rapidly felled 
ns when a small charge of this exploriye 
is fired at their roots. The influence of 
the Whitehead torpedo, of which wo have 
heard so much of late, will likewise be 
felt for the hrst time during the present 
war. An implement so ingenious in its 
character that, as Lord CharlesBeresford 
the other day happily remarked, it can 
do almost anything but talk, is in the 
possession of both beligerents, and will 
doubtless be heard of before long on the 
Danube and in the Black Sea. These 
torpedoes are manufactured at Flume on 
the Mediterranean, and, like Krupp 
guns, are to bo purchased by any one 
who chooses to pay for them. Scientific 
American.

AHTOU*DI*r» DISCOVERIES IT A DETECTIVE

The Philadelphia Society for Protect¬ 
ing Children from Cruelty has made some 

astounding discoveries in relation to bflby 
farming establishments, whose existence 
in the Quaker City has not been hereto¬ 
fore suspected. An extensive scheme of 
this kind was discovered some years ago 
in New York and its participants pun¬ 
ished. The business flourishes in many 
cities in Europe. Mr. Crews, Srcretery 
of the Society, having had his attention 
attracted to the subject by an ordinary 
complaint, found the matter broadening 
until he finally traced baby-farmers to a 
notorious court in the heart of the city. 
Here Mr. Crews found two bouses,—one 
occupied by an old English woman and 
the other by an old Iriah woman, with 
seventeen babies in their possession, none 
of them their own. Under ordinary cir¬ 
cumstances the matter would have been 
one which the Society would have moved 
in, as the children were suffering insep¬ 
arable from rum-drinking care-takers, 
but the agent carefully worked the oase 
np to a more important point. He hunt¬ 
ed the neighborhood by day and by night 
sometimes staying until nearly daylight. 
He found that the observations of the 
neighboring residents corresponded with 
liis own, and that the wails of the poor 
infants aU night long in those two houses 
were no strange sounds to the neighbors, 
who have for some time been talking 
about tho subject and resolving to direct 
the attention of the authorities to it. He 
finally watched until one of the women 
went out, and then he inquired at the 
house of the other women for her by 
name. The women asked him what he 
wanted with her friend, and he stated 
that he had got into tionble, and desired 
to make arrangements for the board of 
an infant. Bhe took the bait at once, 
aud assuring him that she in the same 
business, asked for a job. The officer in¬ 
geniously improved the terms he had 
thus got on with the woman to worm out 
of her a great deal of information that 
will hereafter proye valuable. When be 
had obtained pretty much all the know¬ 
ledge he thought would useful as impor 
tant, he remarked to her carelessly, 
“Whose child was that, that was buried 
out of your house at midnight a short 
time ago?” The woman eyed him peculi¬ 
arly a moment, and said, “You are an 
officer ?” to r which he rejoined, “Yes, 
and as you have already convicted your¬ 
self, you might as well raafke a clean 
breast of tho whole business,” but she 
would not have any further conversation 
with him. JThe officer had, however, 
learned enough to satisfy him that these 
and other establishments of a like kind 
are part qf a far-rcaching system of crime 
in which the principals are a number of 
doctors, who live principally by criminal 
malpractice. Tho Society now has in its 
possession the uames of the “fathers and 
“mothers” of the children found farmed 
out, together with the names of several 
doctors, some of whom are quite promi¬ 
nent, and it is expected that their con¬ 
nection with this base and murderous 
business can be established beyond doubt. 
Thoro is also at least nine undertakers 
whose complicity appears to be establish¬ 
ed, including the one who buried a child 
at night as above stated.

MR. CARTWRIGHT IN KINGSTON. 

The following report of our Finance 
Minister’s speech, at tho Reform gatlier- 
iug in Kingston on tho 27th ult., wo clip 
from the Whig : — 

Mr. Cartwright said that as a citizen 
of Kingston ho could not allow this oc¬ 
casion to pass without expressing his 
deep sonso of the debt which ho owed to 
tho Reform Asociation ol Kingston for 
this reception. Although for forty years 
a resident of Kingston,he did not believe, 
until this occasion, he had seen any poli¬ 
tical gathering at all equal to tho magni¬ 
ficent one to w hich they had invitod the 
Premiers of the Dominion and Province 
of Ontario. (Applau»e) It had been his 
good fortune to address them on former 
occasion*, and he expected to have the 
pleasure of doing so again. This was the 
•first opportunity they had of hearing 
Messrs. Mackenzie and Mowat since these 
gentlemen had assumed tho reins ^of 
power. Therefore he should not trespass 
on their time but speak briefly iu reply 
to some of the remarks which tell from 
gentleman of the Opposition on a recent 
occasion in the City Hall.

The Destruction of Dog;*.

The method *of destroying unclaimed 
dogs by means of chloroform has been 
abandoned, being considered too costly. 
A plan equally satisfactory as to results, 
and involving a very trifling expense, 
was brought into uso on Thursday night 
for the first time. The modus onerandi 
may be thus brieflly described The 
victims are placed in a large wooden box, 
opening into which is a metal pipe com¬ 
municating with a stove outside. In this 
stove is a quantity of ignited char joal, 
the fumes of which find their only outlet 
through the pipe referred to into the box. 
Directly the gas flows in in sufficient 
quantities tho ventilators at the heads of 
the box are closed, and the animals, over¬ 
come by tho fumes, fall almost immedi¬ 
ately into a state of stupor, which very 
shortly ends in death. It is evident that 
the death must bo a perfectly painless 
one, and tho absence of any howling or 
othor’symptoms of distress is an addition¬ 
al proof cf this. The box being covered 
in on all sides, there is no opportunity, 
as on former occasions, for enabling 
crowds of onlookers to gratify a morbid 
curiosity by watching the dying struggles 
of the poor animals. About thirty w^re 
destroyed in this manner on Thursday 
night, all in the space of fifteen minutes.

The Philadelphia Society for Protect¬ 
ing Children from Cruelty has made some 
astounding discoveries in relation to M>y 
farming establishments, whose existence 
in the Quaker City hss not been hereto* 
fore suspected. An extensive scheme of 
this kind was discovered some years ago 
in New York and its participants pun¬ 
ished. The business flourishes in many 
cities in Europe. Mr. Crews, Srcretary 
of the Society, having had his attention 
attracted to the subject by an ordinary 
complaint, found the matter broadening 
until he finally traced baby-farmers to a 
notorious court in the heart of the city. 
Here Mr. Crews found two bouses,—one 
occupied by an old English woman and 
the other by an old Irish woman, with 
seventeen babies in their possession, none 
of them their own. Under ordinary cir¬ 
cumstances the matter would have been 
one which the Society would have moved 
in, as the children were suffering insep¬ 
arable from rum-drinking care-takers, 
but the agent carefully worked the case 
up to a more important point. He hunt¬ 
ed the neighborhood by day and by night 
sometimes staying until nearly daylight. 
He found that the observations of the 
neighboring residents corresponded with 
his own, and that the wails of the poor 
infants all night long in those two houses 
wero no strange sounds to the neighbors, 
who have for some time been talking 
about the subject and resolving to direct 
the attention of the authorities to it. He 
finally watched until one of the women 
went out, and then he inquired at th* 
house of the other women for her by 
name. The women asked him what ho 
wanted with her friend, and he stated 
that he had got into tiouble, and desired 
to make arrangements for the board of 
an infant. She took the bait at once, 
and assuring him that she in the same 
business, asked for a job. The officer in¬ 
geniously improved the terms he had 
thus got on with the woman to worm out 
of her a great deal of information that 
will hereafter proye valuable. When be 
bad obtained pretty much all the know¬ 
ledge he thought would useful as impor 
tant, he remarked to her carelessly, 
“Whose child was that, that was buried 
out of your house at midnight a short 
time ago?" 'The woman eyed him peculi¬ 
arly a moment, and said, “You are an 
officer ?” to ^which he rejoined, “Yes, 
and as you have already convicted your- 
1 self, you might as well make a clean 
breast of the wholo business,” but she 
would not have any further conversation 
with him.

Assiniboine chief sent word tp the Fort 
that he defied the Mayor and dared him 
to come to the camp. Major Walsh, with 
only fifteen privates and two officeis, at 
once set out, and coming suddenly upon 
the camp, took nineteen prisoners with¬ 
out firing a shot. Conveying the captives 
to the top of a hill some distance off, he 
left themmnder guard and returned to 
the camp accompanied by his two officers 
only.

TURKISH VICTORY. 

The Governor of Erzsroum telegraphs 
‘‘the Russian army, consisting of 5.000 
horse, 10 battalions of intantry, and 83 
gunsattaoked our camp at Zewin, with 
tho objeot of occupying Boghauli. The 
onotny opened fare from 19 guns in front 
of the entrenchments of our right wing. 
In the afternoon the Russian infantry 
and cavalry attacked our left wing, com¬ 
manded by Che/ket Pasba. The engage- 
niant lasted until ovening, and resulted 
in the repulse ol the Russians, who how¬ 
ever, recommended the tight at night to 
no purpose. The Russuians were routed 
and returned to their fortified camp. 
Tho Turks lost 400 killed and wounded ; 
tho Russians’ loss was 3,000. The Russi¬ 
ans are preparing for another attack.” 

HUMSIAN BOMBAST. 

Bukaarst, June28.—The Czar has issued 
a proclamation to the Bulgarians, saying 
that the Russian troops have entered 
Bulgaria to seeure to the Bulgarians the 
scared rights of their nationality. Russia’s 
mission is to build, not destroy. She 
will not protect every Christian against 
violence, and will give equal protection 
to tho Mussulmans, but will bring to 
justice the known participators in atro- 
citioi. Turkish rule will do replaced by 
regulur organizations of native inhabit¬ 
ants under the direction of special author¬ 
ities. Bulgarian legions wifi be formed 
to muintain order and security.

FROM THE FAR WEST 

(Correapondtncc ci/jDtl Winnipeg Free 

1 pfomiaed la$t November to send 
something to you fci the benefit of yonr 
readers respecting the prospects for farm¬ 
ing, itock-raking, etc., in this northern 
pert of tne North-west Territories. 

As regards farming, of course I have 
not been here long enough to raise a 
crop, and thus speak positively of what 
i know can be done, but enough has been 
seen to convince uie that good crops can 
be raised It will be remembered fly some 
persons that this section of country was 
visited lost summer by an unprecedented 
hailstcrin, whioh cut down every kind of 
grain and vegetables to the ground ; still 
there was a fair yield of everything which 
grew aftor the srorm. All the barley I 
have seen, whioh grew in this placo, 
weighed 40 lbs per bushel, some from 
White Fish Lake weighed 62 ; a quantity 
of wheat from the same place was as 

^ and clean as any I have seen grow 
dtoba. There were sixty bushels 
of turnips growing in the mission field 
when t arrived,and considering the severo 
handling they received from tho storm, 
the yield wafr excellent, an there were 
some very large, and all sound ami good. 
The soil around this place is of a most 
excellent quality, reminding one of the 
settlement celt from Poplar Point to Kat 
Creek. In conjunction with the toucher 
connected with (lie mission I broke seven 
acres this spring and have sown oats and 
barley upon it, with every prospect of a 

f [ood crop. It would have delighted the 
mart* of some of my friends in lied 
Hlvor to moo tho rich bfaok loam turned 
up for the first time to the light of day, 
I hone in a few months to no able to 
sneak definitely of what can fie raised in 
tills place, as f am trying wheat as well 
as oats end barley, for wnioh I paid #f> 
par bushel, barley III, and oats earned be 
nought, as none are raised here as 
yet,

With regard to stock raising, this 
country excels in (lie abundance of hay 
and the unlimited supply of pasture, 
The iijdand hay grows from two to four 
fset in height and is largely mixed with 
pea vine ; then the swnmpsare liinuinor 
able In which can he out the blue grass. 
Hanoi remain out as a rule ell winter, 
and only In February and March Is it 
uofloxsnry to feed thuui Imy j my own 
mare which was always stabled and fed 
grain as well as hay while In Manitoba, 
was out all winter and when brought 
home in the spring was fat } the oxen 
and cows have been feeding out since 1 st 
of April. Tills has, it is iriie, been a 
mild winter, as (lie lowest cold we had 
was 2H below zero and that only Iwlcojall 
winter ; yot still the cattle refused hay 
and took to the hills us-auon as the snow 
begins to melt away, The Haskutchewun

Hut if corn be fifty cents ancl 
hogs five cents,it is profitable to sell corn. 
Corn at forty-five cents and pork at five 
cents, they are equal. And in this way 
a farmer can easily decide what to do. 
Or in other words find out what he can 
obtain for his corn, then multiply the 
prico ot oorn by eight and a half, and 
he oau at once seo which is the most pro¬ 
fitable. Pork ought to be the standard 
by which to ascertain the price of corn, 
and not by what they will give at the 
railroad station. We have saiu frequent¬ 
ly that most farmers do not know wlieth 
or they are making or losing money, for 
the reason that they do mt make any 
effort to know what their wheat, corn, 
pork, or beef costs. But when they have 
he raw material on hand they should 
carefully ascertain what is best to do with 
it. And the rule which we here present 
to them will solve the question of what 
to do with their corn. But in tkese cal¬ 
culations we make no allowance for the 
poor breeds of hogs or for careless feeding 
or indifferent quarters for the comfort 
and improvement of the animals. All 
these must be taken intc account. Some 
men by a slipshod system of feeding and 
bad treatment do not get five cents per 
bushel for cura.— Iowa State Register.

Potato Beetles 

Tiie following compound, recommend¬ 
ed by. a French chemist several years 
since, may bo worth trying on potatoes 
for destroying the potato beetle. Take 
2J.lbs. of block soap, 2J lbs. of flour of 
sulphur, 2 lbs. of mushrooms, of the 
species generally found iif low, moist 
grounds, and 30 quarts of water. Divide 
the water into two equal parts ; put one- 
hali into the cask with the soap and 
mushrooms, after they have been bruis¬ 
ed ; boil the other half of the water in a 
kettle,with the sulphur in a bag and kept 
down to the bottom of the water with a 
weight. The sulphur must be stirred 
about, in order to hotter saturate the 
water. The water thus boiled must be 
thrown into anjordinary sized cask until 
it has acquirod;a*high degree of foul ordor 

d the o&sk then closed un tightly. This 
solution may be sprinkled over infested 
trees, or plants of any kind, and it is 
said to bo cetain death to all kinds of in¬ 
sects.
